my was. Even though we burnt and 
looted the stores of the capitalist In 
our communities, we thought that 
our enemy was anyone with white 
skin. But we soon found out that 
sometimes your worst enemy has 
the same col«v skin as you. 

After the riots the capttallsts 
could see that if they didn't do 
something to pacify (calm)us their 
game of exploiting Black people 
would be over. So what did diey con- 
jure up? Ttie poverty programsll 
This is when we started to realize 
that aU a< our enemies weren't itf a 
different color. These programs 
were made to keep the slaves qui- 
et and racism high. How did they 
do this? First they got some uncle 
torn nigger (who told the people he 
wasn't a tom)tobe the head of these 
and tell themdiat the government is 
*' jad" when tfiey dm'c give them 
these pettyjobs.andgood when they 
do. Inreall^thegovernmentls just 
throwing the people crumbs from 
Che table so they won't ask for the 
cake. Second: the area most con- 
centrated wldi these poverty pro- 
grams is where? In the black com- 
munity. Why? Because the pigs 
keep the element of racism goii« by 
Ignoring Che fact that poor white 
people exist and just bring the pov- 
erty programs into the Black com- 
munity. This makes poor white 
people bitter toward poor Blacks 
because since they too are "under- 
privileged" they feel that they 
should get s ome kind of help from 
these conniving pigs, 

in short, the uprisings were sold 
out byopportunistsand bootlickers 
who were helping the pig power 
structure in itsattemputokeepall 
poor people apart.

situation for what ItreaUy was: The 
master's plan for containing and 
destroying Black people. These 
brothers said that ttie-only way to 
deal with diis upcoming genocidi 
was U) arm yourself. 

Huey P, Newton andBobbySeale 
organized the Black Panther Party 
for Self Defense. They saw the need 
for Black people to become aware 
of what this system was doing do us 
In our communities throu^ their 
gestapo pig forces. They also saw 
that if the ten point program of the 
Black Pandier Party which deals 
with our basic human rights, was 
not acquired through l^al means, 
Chen we would have to fight fa* 
what is rightfully ours. 

From the time the Black Pan- 
ther Party starttd to diis day. dils 
Imperialist citadel Stronghold) of 
die u,s. has slandered, incarcera- 
ted (Jailed) and murdered Panther 
members and people ^o follow the 
Panther ideology, 

Lil* Bobby Hutton who was the 
first member of the party was also 
the first member murdered by 
these buffoon fools. Bobby was mur- 
dered In April of 1968, and from 
that time rl|^c up to December of 
1969 there have been 28 Panthers 
killed and over 100 Incarcerated 
(Jailed). Why? Because the Black 
Pandier Party teacbes die pec^le 
through dieir theory and practice 
how to get their basic needs and 
who their true enemy is—the u.s. 
imperialists and ail their running 
dogs. 

As I said earlier the imperi- 
alists are on their way out but 
before they are totally wiped out 
they wiU become outrageous In 
their attenvcs ta survive, evm 
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April 2. 1969 tn New York 21 
Black Panthers were indicted for 
"conspiracy" to bomb department 
stores, railway statlms, the sub- 
way and flower gardens. Their ball 
was set at $100,000 each. They 
have had 27 bail hearings, but their 
ball has not been reduced. In Nov. 
1968, fev 1NMM pMpto mri 
rested and chargM with MWral 
bombings that had occured in New 
York. The week of the Moratorium 
in November, Their ball was set 
at J500,000 each. With the same; 
lawyer, Gerald Lefcourt, as th« 
Pandier 21, at their first bailhear- 
Ing their bail was reduced to $20,000 
and $15,000, l^ls clearly iUut- 
trates die racist nature of the 
courts.

Therefore, today, as in 1SS7, 
a Black man has no rights that 
this racist power structure is bound 
to respect.

As more and more people are 
beginning to realize, the Black Pan- 
ther Party's true actions are serv- 
ing the people and trying to meet 
the basic needs of the people. One 
of the ways we do this Is by "sec- 
tion work". Many of you already 
have had the experience of having 
one or two Panthers knock on your 
door and talk to you about what 
the Party Is doing here In New 
Haven. We hope that many more 
will have this experience. 

DurliHC the course of the last 
three weeks we have been doing 
work In the Ashmun Street projects. 
And we have come across some facts 
of how tlw pig power structure 
Is oppressing the peoido In the pro-, 
Jects. The two main culprits of this 
latest move are Ed White, a house 
nigger, and Pig Chief Ahern. 

First we find that Ahern (who Is 
running hard for J Edgar Hoover's 
position as FBI chief) has set up 
a little pig department Inside of 
the projects. These pigs are Black, 
they don't wear uniforms as yet, 
but they do carry guns. They haven't 
been sucessful at doing anything but 
generally keeping the people look- 
ing over their shoulders and ter- 
rorizing the 12 year-old Junkies In 
the projects. I should say right 
here that tf Ahern and his gang 
really want to stc^ crime In New 
Haven, they should leave the people 
alone and go after the real crimlnaUi 
the Mafia who sells dope to little 
kids. Then they should move on the 
real robbers. 

The point Is this: the pwsAe In 
the Elm Haven projects are being 
robbed and terrorised by the pigs 
of the power structure. For Thanks- 
giving, or an early Xmas present, 
pig chief Ahern gave the people oi 
the projects a special police force 
which does not wear uniforms, car 
rles guns, can arrest people and 
passes on Information to the regular

educate the people and to set the 
correct examples for them to follow. 
The i4gs know they won't have all the 
power U the people achieve throu^ 
liberation hnd they will resort to "any 
means necessary" to prevent the peo- 
ple from attaining power. 

Fascism reared Its beastly head in 
the courtroom, that mockery of Jus- 
tice, where the preliminary hearing 
for the LA 18 was held. All but 3 
Panthers are stUl in Jail, being held 
without bail or else their bail is be- 
tween $S0,000 and $100,000. Most of 
the political prisoners have been sick 
because of the unhealthy conditions of 
their cells. They cannot seethelrown 
doctors, even with a court order from 
the Judge, t>ecau5e the pigs in the 
Sheriff Department dotft want the peo- 
ple to know howthe political prisoners 
are being Ill-treated. 

All of the DA'S evidence consisted 
of the pigs' version of what happened 
on December 8. It was clearly obvious 
to everyone In the courtroom that the 
pigs were lying because their testi- 
monies, In many cases, contradicted 
each other. Some of the pigs were 
staunch shouthern crackers who 
couldn' t even pronounce "negro" cor- 
rectly. The pigs testified that they 
had several brleHnirs prior to their 
a ds on December 8. Therewere be- 
tween 100-200 pigs at these briefings 
and even some federal agents were 
present. The pigs planned how they 
would conduct their raids, how many 
men would parttclpate,who would par-- 
Uclpate, and what types of weapons 
would be used In the raids. They even 
secured a search warrant saying that 
the pigs could come to our home in 
the middle of the nlglit, lureak down 
our door without knocking or announ- 



cing themselves, and shoot us if they 
felt It necessary! The pigs are the 
ones guilty of conspiracy to commit 
murder a^^nst Panthers, but westUl 
face possible death or life Imprison- 
ment because this pig power structure 
condones and applauds the brutish, 
murderous acts of its lackeys and 
chumps--the pigs who ridearoundand 
harass and brutalize the people. 

As I sat In the courtroom, I ob- 
served "constitutlcHial fascism" in 
action. The Judge was clearly 
prejudiced against us. In fact, in many 
Instances he told the pigs on the stand 
that they didn't have to answer certain 
questions. In addition, the Judge denied 
all motions the defense attorneys put 
forth. Even when the defense had the 
"solid" tiacklng of the constitution 
in making their motions, pig Judge 
Brown chose to defy this country's 
laws rather than to i^ve us our basic 
human rights as guaranteed in the 
constitution. The pigs Illegally seized 
several articles not named in the 
search warrant and the Judge, in so 
many words said that the pigs had a 
good reason to ILLEGALLY seize 
these other Items. The witnesses, 
court recorder, Judge, and DA'swere 
all working togettwr to make sure that 
we panthers didn't receive a Just and 
fair hearing. 

The pigs in the eyes of other pigs 
were victorious t>ecause they suc- 
ceeded in denying Black people in 
general, and Black Panthers in par- 
ticular, a fair trial. But the LA 18 
were the victors on December S, and 
we're still the victors on January 23. 
We stood up in defense of our lives, 
In defense of our homes, and In un- 
dying love for the people. The peo- 
ple saved us—llke Huey said, "the 
people's spirit Is greater than the 
man's technology." This theoryagaln 
was put into practice that last day of 
preliminaries when Judge Hitler 
HarveyBrownaald "alldefendants are 
are bound over to Superior Court- -I 
have sufficient evidence to believe 
they are guilty." Even when the 
Judge refused to set ball for anyone 
except 17 year old Bernard Smith 
Whose ball was set at $S0,000 (des- 
pite the &ct that no lncrlmlnatil^[ 
evidence had been presented against 
the Panthers other than the fact that 
we are Panthers and d^ended our 
lives.) The only thing the political 
prisoners had to say was "All Power 
to the People." Rl^t on!!

The Black Panther Party is a po- 
litical organization that serves as a 
standard bearer for Black and all 
oppressed people in this country. 
On the theory and practice of self 
defense. It should very well be most 
clear that Black People in this 
country have been victims of a sys- 
tematic form of genocide since the 
time of slavery. Basedon the trea- 
cherous and nigged road on which 
our history had to develop, there 
should be no doubt on anybody* s 
mind about the necessity of defend- 
ing their lives against vile and in- 
human elements. 

Back during the early ages when 
men had to defend themselves from 
the natural enemies of their envir- 
onment, such as flooda-storms- 
earthquakes-huge anlmals-etc., it 
was a common thing for men to 
work together to prepare shelters 
and the necessities for the salva- 
tion of their family (see Education 
and Revolution, Eldrldge Cleaver). 
As society began to develop and 
mankind, through production, be- 
came less inclined to the natural 
materialistic needs of life' and 
more geared coward the idealistic 
wants of the Individual or family, 
thence causing antagonism between 
different cults. War was then Intro- 
duced and man was dien forced to 
defend himself from Interlt^rs. 
The earliest known writings of war 
were written by Sun-Tzu. He wrote 
the '"Hiirceen Chapters on War" 
during the time irtien warrli^ was 
first Introchiced on a large scale 
(warring years or warring states- 
360-460 B.C.). 

Sun-Tzu expounded on the im- 
portance of defensive strategy and 
perseverance. He stated that, " In 
order for one to defend himself, 
properly. In war, he must learn 
ways to offend his enemy." So, 
therefore, die shield (defense was 
then accompanied by die sword (of- 
fense). As society advanced, and 
wars became more intense, the 
conc^ of Che shield and the sword 
was reiterated and Innovated to the 
knight in shining armor, on to what 
we have today chat is commonly 
known as the "tank*". 

The whole concept of defense and 
offense has nowescalatedcoalevel 
of major operations hivolving thou- 
sands of personnel, both defensive 
and offensive. Based on the theory 
of Che age-old aggressive Inter- 
loper, we see that chose types of of- 
fensive operations are all geared 
toward imperialist aggression and 
exploitation of harmless, Innocent 
peace-loving people. So we can safe- 
ly say that these types of offenders 
are JIngoiscs, or warmongers, l.e. 
tiie U.S. involvement In Korea, Viet 
Nam. Palestine, Africa, etc. 

We must understand that the ru- 
diments of survival-defense and 
the combination of offense for the 
purpose of defense - have been 
manipulated by the United States, 
And not only are they utilizing those 
selfish tactics In every corner of 
the earth, we have the very same 
Interference right here wichin the 
confines of the Black communities.

Ic Is headed by the 
Provincial Reconnaissance Units 
(pronounced "Prews") whldi ter- 
rorize villages and assassinates 
leaders of various hamlets, cities 
or provinces which opposethe pre- 
sent "puppet" regime. IValned by_ 
the Green Berets and financed by 
the C.1J3.. they act in die seme 
fascist manner as their amerl- 
KKKan advisors. Example opera- 
tions of die CUX. are : Egypt, 
when Nasser was coming Into pow- 
er; the Congo, vHxen Taombe was 
educating che people; Cuba; Korea; 
etc.

The B.S.U. ac Jeff came about 
u a result of a boycott of classes 
In September. 1968. The students 
St Jeff disagreed with the ad- 
ministration's way of running the 
students* Uvea. They had absolutely 
no voice in anything chat happened 
at JeS. Hiey were not allowed to 
speak of dw faults at Jeff, neldier 
were diey allowed to dress as diey 
please or wear "naturals". They 
had no control over che pigs* com- 
ing on campus and harassing the 
students. But Instead of negotiat- 
ing vrlth the students, the admin- 
istration thought Blade security 
pigs on campus to make sure the 
students stayed in diefr place. 

The B.S.U. couldn't deal with any 
of these problems successfully be- 
cause its members had personal 
hang-ups and weren't united. Thus, 
che organization eventually de- 
stroyed itself. For a year the stu- 
dents at Jeff have watched the Pan- 
thers -wcftk, and came to the con- 
clusion chat they dig on what the 
Panthers are doing, whac they want, 
why they want it, and for whom 
they vrant It, 

So. In 1969. the student body 
president, altmg with odier revolu- 
tionary students organized the 
People's Party" ~a Party chat 
puts the PandierideologyintofHrac- 
tice. The duty trf this Party is to 
serve die pet^le. to find out \rtiat 
the snidents at Jeff want, and see 
diat the student council carries it 
out.

INTERVIEWER: What Is your posi- 
tion on community control of police 7 

DELLUMSi I believe that the Issue 
of community control of police Is 
appropriate, the problem that I see 
wldi respect to the police in our 
society is that this argument against 
control and against any kind of 
mechanism is that It will put the 
police into the political arena. I 
argue Just the reverse. 1 believe 
that at dils momentt to police are 
already In the political arena and 
that the role they have been mani- 
pulated Into is to act out the con- 
cerns of the establishment, of the 
status quo and of the pec^le In this 
society who maintain the power. 
In a very uncanny way, the role 
of the police In the past several 
years has been to control diose 
persons who have been attempting 
to move for significant change: 
That's either Black people who are 
moving for freedom, equality and 
Justice or young Whites who are 
moving against the war or Chlcano 
brotfiers itrtio are movinK for free- 
dom, etc. We found that the police 
have been used as the instrument 
to bust up those efforts.

This coun- 
try will eic^ier bend In the winds 
of change or be brdcen in the storm 
of revoliitlMi. 



INTERVIEWER: How much latitude 
do you have as a concilman and 
can me man be tffectlve in elec- 
tOTial Dolttics? 

DELLUMS: I question whether or 
not this political system has the 
ability and/or the desire to solve 
basic problems. I dtm't seetherole 
of the— new breed Black politician 
as being one of saying to the com- 
munity that the problems will be 
solved necessarily In the political 
arena. 1 agreed with David HllUard 
when be said, on Face the Nation, 
chat we are 'presently in the [4iase 
of educating the connmunlty*. The 
new breed politician has a role 
to play in that educational process. 
When you ralfie the issue of com- 
munity control of police— of 
independeic mechanisms tar re- 
dress ot grievances, and your <»her 
politlcalcoUeag;uesmove awayfrom 
those Issues, It then gives the com- 
munity a basis iqpon ^ich to eval- 
uate performance. What has hap- 
pened in the past is that many 
people and diarlatans have been 
pawned off In our communities as 
friends, and we have <4ten had one 
of the natives to act as a guide 
through the village. The respon- 
sibility of the Black poUtlcUn Is to 
point out die contradlctlfm between 
what people say when they come 
Into our communities as elected 
officials and what they vote for. I, 
In no way, have deluded myself 
into thinking tbat one Black cat 
Is going to move the system by 
himself. The role of die elected 
official is to point out the contra- 
dictions wlriiln the system, the 
graft, the Inconipetence, the irre- 
levance, ibe hypocrisy and to tell 
urtiat's really tufipening so that peo- 
ple are constant^ apprised of 



vrtiat's going on. The role of the 
new breed Black politician Is to 
stop lying to the community and 
stop fooling the immunity thtt 
reforms and band-aid operations 
are going to solve the basic pro- 
blems of this country. 

INTERVIEWER: When you cam- 
paign and make speeches to people 
do you ever speak In any kind of 
way that would lead tiien to believe 
that you actual^ feel that you can 
gain significant concessions 
through the system? Or, when you 
make speeches and when you try 
to gain stq^MTt do you let them 
know exactly what you're trying 
to do? 

DELLEUMS: 1 say to them exactly 
what I've said to you. I cell them 
that If diey diink they would be 
sending me to the Congress to solve 
the real obsenlcles In this coun- 
try — yrhich are racism, poverty, 
economic, educational, political and 
Judicial exploitation— then youbec- 
ter not elect me. I'm talking about 
a new kind of reality, one chat Bays 
we have to wake up to the fact 
that one man ^ a mechanism de- 
signed to limit movement) will not 
bring about change. 

INTERVIEWER: Why dtdyoudeclde 
to run in tiie' Democratic Prlmsry? 

DEUXIMS: No mattee what Party 
label a man runs under, the elec- 
torial process Is not going to get 
to the basic problems Inherent In 
this society. So, where ever you 
come from, you are one man. The 
issue Is, what are your conce[>tlons 
and what do you see your role as?

The Coalition for the Defense of 
the Panthers today denounced the of- 
ftcials prosecuting the Mew Haven 
Panther Case tor their utter con- 
tempt of ameriKKKan principles of 
justice and of consitutlonal rights. 
They charged that the prosecution Is 
conducting "a systematic program 
of harassment, intimidation, and 
pressure against the members of 
the Black Panther Party who have 
been arrested for the alleged slaying 
of Alex Rackley." 

"Yesterday, the Coalition continued 
"Frances Carter, whom the court 
had freed on ballf was again de- 
prived of her rl^t of free speech 
when the prosecution put her back in 
lall after she refused to testify. We 
can only conclude that the prosecution 
greatly fears the Impact that Miss 
Carter's descriptions of her eight- 
month ImprlsoDment might have on 
the general poUic. She, along with 
fellow menbers of the Black Panther 
Party, has been held in virtual iso- 
lation; literature and mall have been 
censored; visiting privileges have 
been severely restricted." The Coa- 
lition further charged that the prison- 
ers have been intimidated and haras- 
sed. The women have been denied ad- 
equate sleep, exercise, and prenatal 
care." It ts certain that preparation 
of an adequate defense has been ham- 
pered by restrictions on the visiting 
privileges of counsel.' 

The Coalition asks "...how long 
could any human being tolerate such 
conditions?" 

The statement continued, "the ef- 
fects of such pressures are clearly 
shown by the events of last week 
concerning Warren Klmbro.' In con- 
sidering his change In plea, the Coa- 
lition emphasized that this does, not 
represent an admission that be com- 
mitted murder. "What it may re- 



present is the result of a build-up 
of pressures over tlie past eight 
months In Jail." 

In addition, the Coalition has 
evidence that Mr. Klmbro has been 
subjected to extreme pressure by 
his eldest brother, a policeman." This 
evidence was documented In a re- 
cent letter from Coalition spdcesman, 
Dr, Robert Abramovttz to Attorney 
Charles Garry who r^resents 
National Black Panther Party Chair- 
man, Bobby Seale. 

The Coalition for the Defense ctf 
the Panthers charged that the pro- 
secution is attempting to use the 
ancient technique of conquerlt^ Its 
victims by dividing them. In effect, 
It tells the prisoners that they will 
be better off if they plead guilty to 
a lesser charge. "It Is the com- 
bination of this treatment,* the state- 
ment continued, "and the continued 
harassment and Intimidation in Jails, 
that leads to systematic denial of 
the rights every man is guaranteed 
by the first ten amendments to the 
constitution of the United States, 

"How long can the public allow 
men and women to be degraded and 
humiliated because of their political 
beliefs? The blatant efforts on the 
part of the prosecuton to continually 
harass all of the prisoners and their 
unconscionable Jailing of MissCartor 
in order to prevent her from speak- 
ing our roust not be allowed to con- 
tinue. Fundamental cMicepts of Justice 
a belief in the dignity M man, and even 
the const itutim of the United SUtes 
are on trial here.' The statement 
concluded "the Coalition urges that 
all citizens recognize that their rights 
are being eroded when public officials 
are allowed to behave In this manner."

means being blind to historical facts- 
Eritrea WIS an Italian colony from 1890 
until 1941. In 1890 the Ethiopian empire 
did not exist in its present form. It it 
important to nnderstand that the evolution 
of Eritrea and thai of the Ethiopian empire 
were simaltaneoos historical phenomena. 
That is, when the Ethiopian empire was 
evolving in 1899, Eritrea was evolving 
aimnltaneonsly as a modern nation.

Article 25 
and 26 say that "there most be freedom of 
movement, conscience, and religion." Ar- 
ticle 30 Btipnlatea that **every resident of 



Eritrea will have the right to express hia 
opinion in any way (press, word of mooth, 
etc.) and be Informed of the opinions os> 
p r essed by other*." Article 33 says "every* 
one in Eritrea, regardless of nationality, 
lace, sex, oi religion, will have the right 
lo work at bqnal pay for equal work, 
regular paid vacations, a gnaranteed mini- 
mum wage, sick pay and woricman's com- 
pensation, and ■ decent and healthy lUu^ 
ard of living.** Paragraph 2 of the same 
article says that "every resident of Eritrea 
will have the right to join trade anions 
to protect his interests." It is is clear, then, 
that the people of Eritrea fight for national 
Independence in order to regain tbelr 
sacred democratic rights. 

Bvt the reality is that the people of 
Ethiopia remain in the grip of an especially 
I type of feudalism. All the rights 
the Conslilirtion of Eritrea 
are a remote dream to the people of the 
Ethiopian empire. Today the Kfaioplon 
peoples are awakening from their listlesa 
pouivity. A small but Drganised progres- 
sive force has come to the fore. What is 
surprising, however, is that even the so- 
called progressive force has entered into 
an unholy alliance with Haile Selassie on 
the question of Eritrea.

G.I. To Continue Anti-War 
Struggle After Discharge 



Vietnam veteran Sgt, Lewis E>e- 
lano of Ft. McClsUan, Alabama, 
was notified November 28, 1969 
that he would be given an unde- 
sirable discharge from the Army 
for "unsultabiUty due to apathy, 
defective attitudes and inability 
to expend effort constructively". 
Delano chose to fight die charges 
by facing a field board which would 
determine his "sultabllicy*' to k- 
maln a soldier, because he be- 
lieved Che charges agahisc him 
were due to his opposition to the 
war in Vietnam and as such in 
violation of his First Amendment 
rights. On January 7, 1970, he 
was notified that proceedings a- 
galnst him were discontinued and 
that he would recelVe the honor- 
able discharge he clearly de- 
serves. 

Delano Is a leader of Ft. Mc- 
Clellan's Gls-WACa United A- 
galnsc the war tn Vietnam, and 
an editor of their newspaper Left 
Face. Upon notification of Che 
action against him lasc Novem- 
ber, he contacted the GI Civil 
Liberties D^ense Committee of 
New York. The Defense Commit- 
tee requested legal help from at- 
torney Peter RtnaOtapi at Atlanta, 
associate legal director of the 
Soudiem Legal Action Project 
^LAP). Rlndskopf, Immediately 
demanded that proceedings against 
Delano be dissolved, and that the 
field board hearing (AR 636-212} 
be cancelled. 

E)elano'8 original hearing was 
scheduled for January 6, and was 
postponed until January 12, but 
bef<a-e die hearing could be held 
Convening ^Khorlty Colonel Lad- 
son conceded to RIndskovf*8 de- 



mand and dissolved the proceed- 
ings. Delano's military attorney, 
Capt. Ganobdk, was informed oi 
the decision January 7. 

Delano, was served 12 months 
In Vietnam, had excellent conduct 
ratings until he became active in 
the GI anti-war movement last 
Bprlng. Twenty-two years old. he 
has been awarded the NatlonalDe- 
ftonse Service Medal, the Vietnam 
Service Medal, the Vietnam Cam- 
paign Medal, Army Commendation 
Medal and the Bronze Star for 
"meritorious service", TheGICi- 
vll Liberties Defense Committee 
considers Delano's victory an Im- 
portant step forward for consti- 
tutional rights in the Armed For- 
ces and a blow against the Army's 
attempt to punish Delano fra- his 
and-war views. 

This is the fourth time the brass 
has retreated faced by soldiers 
who refuse to accept penalties and 
harassmencs for their anti-war ac- 
tivity.
